FIRST DEATH FROM DISEASE IN COUNTY 


_ People of the county will be as 
tounded to learn that infantile paraly 
eis the dreaded disease of our metrop- 
olis, has claimed a victim in our own 
county. The seven year old son of 
Charles Mon», who lives on the old 
Mons farm between Munson and Ky 
lertown died last night about 9 P 
M., after having been ill since Tues- 
<lay. Dr. Thompson, of Philipsburg, 
who was the attending physician be- 
lieved that the boy had infantile pa- 
ralysis and notified the State Depart- 
ment at Harrisburg. County Medical 
Inspector S. C. Stewart visited the 
residence of Mr. Mons and made a 
careful examination. He pronounced 
it an unmistakable case of infantile 
paralysis. 


Apparently there is no connection 


whatever between this case and the 
one that developed in DuBois the 
other day. Neither can it be ex- 
plained why the disease would attack 
the Mons boy when they live in a 
country district where there is very 
little travel. It is reported that tne 
Mons family had visitors from Paw- 
tauket, R. I., about ten days ago and 
it may be that the disease was car- 
ried to Munson from that locality.

An army is not supposed to play 


(politics but in a Great War there is 


j always danger of other nations com- 
ing in and the strategy of an army 
must be dictated by the then national 
aims of the nation. For instance, !n- 
stead of invading Servia the armies 
used there might have been used 
against Russia. Riga and even Mos- 
cow might have been taken. Had 
this been done, the military move 
would have been against Russia only, 
and the effect would have been grca» 
outside that country. But the armies 
were sent into Servia. Bulgaria jorn- 
ed the Central Powers and the unites 
i offensive kept Roumama and Greece 
i neutral. That campaign solved for 
many months 
the vexing 
Balkan 


problem. 


The situation there since has not 


materially changed. The Allies have 
occupied Salonika. For months they 
have had thousands of soldiers there 
to feed and pay. For the Central 
Powers this has been a valuable thing 
because it has further divided the at- 
tacking power of the Allies. The 
presence of the Allies in Greece, 
however, has been a permanent invi- 
tation to Roumania to join hands 
Russia and cut the line of communi- 
cation between Berlin and Constanti- 
nople. If Roumania did break her 
neutrality it might not be a difficult 
thing for the Allies to bridge the 
Balkans 
between 
Roumania 
and 


Greece and perhaps force the fall of 
Constantinople via Adrianople. 


With this possibility continually 


confronting the diplomats of Europe; 
with Bukarest excited by the in- 
trigues of the ministers, Roumania 
was at times on the brink of declar- 
ing war. One of these moments was 
last February. At about the same 
time the German correspondents as 
west front reported that papers had 
been 
found 
indicating 
that 
the 


French were preparing a great offen- 
sive on the west front March 15th. 
Therefore two birds could be downed 
with one stone. If there was a Ger- 
man offensive on the west front ttie 
French forces could be occupied and 
an offensive from that side of the 
Allies could be postponed. At the 
same time an impression could be 
made in Soumania to show that tne 
German army was not at the end of 
its resources. 


Political necessity dictated the bat- 


tle of Verdun. The initial success of 
this attack encouraged many people 
to expect the early fall of the fortress 
but the French were strongly prc- 
prepared to resist and' the policy of 
an offensive on a large scale was 
changed to a "nibbling." This pro- 
cess has been continued for three 
months, because in the meantime the 
German correspondents reported that 
the French had shifted the time for 
their offensive to May 15th. Since 
then the German army has attacked 
Verdun continually and kept a large 
French reserve force on the ground, 
preventing a unity of French forces 
at any other part of the front for an 
Allies offensive.

County Medical 
Inspector S. C. Stewart visited the 
residence of Mr. Mons and made a 
careful examination. He pronounced 
it an unmistakable case of infantile 
paralysis. 


Apparently there is no connection 


whatever between this case and the 
one that developed in DuBois the 
other day. Neither can it be ex- 
plained why the disease would attack 
the Mons boy when they live in a 
country district where there is very 
little travel. It is reported that tne 
Mons family had visitors from Paw- 
tauket, R. I., about ten days ago and 
it may be that the disease was car- 
ried to Munson from that locality.

An army is not supposed to play 


(politics but in a Great War there is 


j always danger of other nations com- 
ing in and the strategy of an army 
must be dictated by the then national 
aims of the nation. For instance, !n- 
stead of invading Servia the armies 
used there might have been used 
against Russia. Riga and even Mos- 
cow might have been taken. Had 
this been done, the military move 
would have been against Russia only, 
and the effect would have been grca» 
outside that country. But the armies 
were sent into Servia. Bulgaria jorn- 
ed the Central Powers and the unites 
i offensive kept Roumama and Greece 
i neutral. That campaign solved for 
many months 
the vexing 
Balkan 


problem. 


The situation there since has not 


materially changed. The Allies have 
occupied Salonika. For months they 
have had thousands of soldiers there 
to feed and pay. For the Central 
Powers this has been a valuable thing 
because it has further divided the at- 
tacking power of the Allies. The 
presence of the Allies in Greece, 
however, has been a permanent invi- 
tation to Roumania to join hands 
Russia and cut the line of communi- 
cation between Berlin and Constanti- 
nople. If Roumania did break her 
neutrality it might not be a difficult 
thing for the Allies to bridge the 
Balkans 
between 
Roumania 
and 


Greece and perhaps force the fall of 
Constantinople via Adrianople. 


With this possibility continually 


confronting the diplomats of Europe; 
with Bukarest excited by the in- 
trigues of the ministers, Roumania 
was at times on the brink of declar- 
ing war. One of these moments was 
last February. At about the same 
time the German correspondents as 
west front reported that papers had 
been 
found 
indicating 
that 
the 


French were preparing a great offen- 
sive on the west front March 15th. 
Therefore two birds could be downed 
with one stone. If there was a Ger- 
man offensive on the west front ttie 
French forces could be occupied and 
an offensive from that side of the 
Allies could be postponed. At the 
same time an impression could be 
made in Soumania to show that tne 
German army was not at the end of 
its resources. 


Political necessity dictated the bat- 


tle of Verdun. The initial success of 
this attack encouraged many people 
to expect the early fall of the fortress 
but the French were strongly prc- 
prepared to resist and' the policy of 
an offensive on a large scale was 
changed to a "nibbling." This pro- 
cess has been continued for three 
months, because in the meantime the 
German correspondents reported that 
the French had shifted the time for 
their offensive to May 15th. Since 
then the German army has attacked 
Verdun continually and kept a large 
French reserve force on the ground, 
preventing a unity of French forces 
at any other part of the front for an 
Allies offensive.

mal Opening of Campaign 


Hottest in History 


Strange Political Story Back of Move 


To Oust U. S. Senator and Put Re- 
publican in Seat. 


Reno, July 27.—The Nevada pri- 


maries, which are to be held one 
week from next Tuesday, will be the 
signal for the real opening of the bit- 
terest political campaign in the his- 
tory of the Sagebrush State. For 
months the Republicans have been 
mustering their forces and other 
preparations for the great drive that 
is to have as its chief object the oust-^ 
ing of Key Pittman from the United , 
States senate and the seating of a | 
Republican in his place. Back of the 
fight is one of the strangest and most 
fascinating political stories ever con- 
ceived. 


When Senator George S. Nixon, 


Republican, partner of George Wing- 
field, millionaire mine owner and 
banker of Nevada, died in 1912, the 
then governor of Nevada, Tasker L. j 
Oddie, offered the toga to Wingfield, 
who, for some reason known only to 
himself, refused it. 
W. A. Massey, 


of Reno, a former supreme justice c* 
the state, was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy, which, under the law, would be 
filled at the presidential election in 
1912. 


Maseey became the Republican can- 


didate to succeed himself and Key
